HMOs growing but criticism 
spawns wave of festrictive laws

NEW YORK — HMOs are en- 
rolling 14,000 Americans a day in a 
revolution that’s finally turning in- 
flation in the world’s most expen- 
sive health care system. 

But cautionary tales of shdhby 
hospital care and doctors opting for 
the cheapest treatment, rather than 
the mosr appropriate, have 
spawned backlash legislation in at 
lca.st 40 states. 

Some 400 bills have been pro- 
» posed this year, compared with 239 
in all of 1995. Taken together, tliey 
represent an enormous threat to 
health mainicnnncc organizations 
and other managed care programs. 

Insured Americans, long accus- 
tomed to total freedom in loosing 
doctors and ample reimbursement 
for any test or surgery, chafed at 
HMO restrictions from the outset. 
But this time, the grousing has com- 
mitment, a core, potentially backed 
by the power of law. 

Many proposals would under- 
mine the very premise of managed 
care, tliat costs can be controlled by 
.restricting how and where people 
. wck medical attention. 

They would force managed care 
programs to poy any doctor or hos- 
pitiU a client uses, or ollow clicnts

Artificial flavorings in everything from harhecile 
potato chips lo.twjthpastc may actually be good for 
you. 

' The reasdri; All sorts of artificial -flavors contain 
salicylates, a ciiemical cousin of aspirin. And aspirin 
. is known to reduce- the risk of heart attacks by pre- 
venting blood clots. -- ■ 

The new study found that people take in the 
equivalent pf one baby aspirin a.day-froni the artifi- . 
cial flavorings put in processed foods. 

Hie researchers say-ihai Americans’ taste for arti- 
ficial flavorings may help explain wiiy fewer people 
ai’e dying from heart attacks. c , . 

“We are presenting what we consider to be a plau- 
sible hypothesis, hiit it need.s a lot more explo- 
ration," said Lillian M. Ingster of tlie National Cen- 
■ ter for Health Statistics in Hyattsville, Md. 

Deaths from heart attacks ro.se steadily ihrougli . 
this century until about 30 years ago, when they he- 
gtin to fall. Experts have searched for reasons to ex- 
jiiain tliis and iiavc come up with several, including 
l^ss smoking, lower consumption of s,atunitcd fats, 
better medicines and more exercise. 

'nie problem, thutigii. tl'ai heart disease liegim 
to drop before most of the healthier living liahits 
came into vogue. 

“The decline in heart disease started ratiier 
abruptly in the niid-’GOs. Within alxtul three or four 
years it spread across the country. It's hard tb imag- 
ine that something like choJcsterol.lowcring or blood 
pressure treatment could explain it,” said Ingster’s 
colleague Dr. Manning 1‘cinlclb.

Heavy weather hits Kansas; rain, snow dampen West 


A severe tlmndcrstorm swept through Kansas Thurs- 
day. battering the state with heavy rain, higli tvincls and 
golf bail-sire hailstones. 

A lingering storm in the West caused rain and snow in 
the region. 

A severe thunderstorm watch was posted for pans of 
Oklahoma and Missouri and in eastern Kansas, o hail- 
stone 1.7 inches wide was reported. 

It was mostly cloudy but dry across the northern Plains 
and in the East. Warmer temperatures and clear skies 
prevailed funher south, with Florida, southe-istcrn Ceor- 
-giaand theCar^mteoastsin thoSOsandGOs. . — — — .. 

In the West, a big low pressure system that has 
dumped more than a foot of snow in the Sierra Nevada 
since Tuesday continued to cause rain luid snow in the 
region. 

. More than .50 inch of rain fell in Los Angeles Tliurs- 
day and more than .25 inch fell in Phoenix. 


Snow fell in higlter elevations, including liglit snow in 
Denver, and lieavier snow in the San Juan mountains to 
the south. 

Continued rain and snow is expected lo continue m 
California and Arizona with snow in the Rockies and 
northwest New Meidco. 

The storm missed the Pacific Northwest, which had 
dear .skies and liglu winds with temperatures in the 40s 
and 50s.

He added, however, “I would prefer 
that that kind of a bill come in earlier in 
the session so people have a chance to 
respond to it.” 

The public trust doctrine precludes the 
state from ceding control of the beds and 
banks of navigable waters to private 
interests Supporters claimed the bill 
approved Thursday would only narrow 
the application of the common-law doc- 
trine to that original intent. But critics 
cite court rulings dating back into the 
mid-1800s that clearly include water as 
well as the soil under it in the public mist 
doctrine. 

Senate Resources and Envirolimenc 
Chairman Laird Noh, R-Kimberly, main- 
tained fears that the legislation elimi- 
nates public involvement in decisions on 
Idaho water were unfounded.
